STRANGE AND HORRIBLE PHA- 
TURES OF UNITED STATES 
SLAVERY, 


There are very rare periods in the history 
of the world when facts the most outrageous 
and dreadful follow each other in such rapid 
succession as to cease to produce the start- 
ling effect which, at any other time, end if 
occurring singly, they would inevitabley pro- 
duce. Such was the case in the reign of 
terror of the French Revolution, in the seige 
of Jerusalem, and during the plague in 
Athens and in London. Mens minds seem- 
ed theu to be stunned with the fearful scenes 
or tidings which followed each other as fast 
and relentlessly as the blows of an assasin, 
and they had no longer the power of wond- 
ering at any thing, or of estimating crime 
and evilaright. Just so is it with the eveats 
occuring in our own day in the slave States 
of America. They areso strange, so unna-

grotesque, (it we may use the tecm } in their 
horror and wickedness, that any one of them 
alone would excite the indignation of the 
world, and yet they follow each other so ra- 
pidly that they stun our moral sence, and we 
lose the power of adequately appreciating 
them. We record them and speak of them 
with comparative calmness; they do not 
horrify and agonize us as they certainly 
would if any one of them came upon us sep- | 
aratly, and so to secure our attentive con- 
sideration. 

Let our reader reflect for afew moments 
on each of the following facts, which are 
mere samples of the events in the modern | 
history of the slave States of Aimerica, | 
Would they bave believed, unless proved to| 
them by tesimony beyond all possible ques- 
tion, that in the blaze of the civiization of | 
the nineteenth cen.ury, aud ino a Christian 
land, such things as the following could have 
taken place?— 

‘That human beings should be bred, in cer- | 
tain States, to be sold as slaves in other 
States, and that this breeding and traffic: 
should go on as regularly as with the gra- 
ziersand drovers who bring cattle from high- | 
land to lowlaud markets! 

That tathers should remorselessly sell their 
own children into hopeless and murderous 
bondage! 

That regular establishinents should be 
formed for blood-hounds, to hunt the wret- 
ched men and women who flee from servi- 
tude! 

That in the open market-places of elegant 


human creatures of both sexes are exposed 
nearly naked, and knocked down to the high- 
est bidder! 

That ins these and,all other sales, the 
dearest bonds of relationship shoudl be ruth- 
essly severed——wives being torn from their 
husbandss, and children from their mothers! 

That the system should be attended by 
hideous licentiousness the young women 
being compelled to become the concubines 
of their owners, and being made to breed 
slaves to be sold for their own father’s pro- 
fit! 

That the slaves should be flogged at the 
discretion of theis owners, and that in very 
many instances they should be flogged to 
death! 

That in the States where these things are 
“as notorious as the sun at noon-day,’ legis- 
latures should enforce the Jaws; nay, that 
ministers of religion should defend the system 
and themselves practise its enormities! 

That the Press itself should be so prosti- 
tuted as to vindicate slavery, nay, even to 
maintain that itis the natural and best state 
of human society, and to argue that the 
state of freedom is worsrE than that of 
slavery! 

‘That the States depraved by this system 
should audaciously claim as a right that the 
Union should extend slavery into new ‘Terri- 
tories, nay, should seize fresh ‘Territories 
from foreigen Powers for this purpose, and 
should even go-to war to effect that object! 

That, not finding material enough at home 
for their covetousness and cruelty, the slsve 
owners should be actually proposing to re- 
vive the African slavr-trade, which has been 
declared piracy by every civilzed govern- 
ment! 

That the slave States should extend sla- 
very by open force and civil war,—sending 
an army into a neighboring territory, (Kan 
sas,) driving away legal voters from the 
polls, electing a Legislature by ruffian in- 
vaders, enacting by that Legislature one of 
the most horrible codes of laws ever known, 
carrying those laws into effect by imprison- 
ing a Governor, and hundreds of freemen for

THE FRENCH DEFEATIN 
CANADA, 


On ascending the Restiogouche form 
Dalhousie, whether by land or water, the 
traviler will be everywhere impressed with 
the manifold charms of its scenery; and 
among the more prominent objects of interest 
which wall attention, at the respective dis- 
tance above the town of eight, twelve and 
forten milles, will be the sevral points named 
Aninuipk, Le Garde, and Battery Point. 
Upon all these, as may be gathered from the 
older inhabitains of the region, there once 
stood warlide fortifications, but so long ago 
that their remains are almost obliterated by 
ad ense growth of forest trees. ‘I'he story 
which they recall is this——-When, in the 
autumn of 1760, the French were driven 
from Acadia, or Nova Scotia, the ships in 
which they sailled were hotly pursued by the 
British; and, instead of makiug their “dsei- 
red haven,” which was the River St. Law- 
rence, they acidentally entered the Bay of 
Chaleur. The British yursed them as far 
as the Restigouche; but as winter was nigh 
at hand, the pursuers avandoned the chase, 
and went to England, while the pursued as- 
cended the river‘ and built themselves cabias 
upon theshore as well as the three fortifica- 
tions already mentioned. Karly in the fo!- 
lowing spring the British fleet, commanded 
by Captain Joba Byron, of the Louisbourg 
memory, returned from England, sailed up 
the Restigouche, and with one blow totally 
destroyed the habitations, batteries, and vas- 
sels of the unfortnate French. Seven skele- 
tons of the destroyed vessal, which numbered 
some twenty-two in all, may he seen in the 
bed of the Restigouche at the presnt day: 
and other memora!s of this “graet victory,” 
in the shape of French cannon and sworbs, 
pistols, cutlasses, military buttons, spurs, gun 
barrels, bayonets, iron pans, and spoons, may 
be seen in the possession of the older inhab- 
itaints; but the most curious articles recently 
dfscovered area bottle of molasses, a smal] 
cask of wine,and.a number of iron balls, 
ound incesed in the trunks. of certain trees 
growing on the banks of the river. As the 
tide of good fortune was decidedly against 
France at time in question——tor with her 
\lefeat on ‘the Restigouche terminated her 
dominion in Acadia and Canaca——and as 
England unquestionably hand to advantage 
in the affair, the result was not to be wonde- 
red at; and yet the «victory was rendered 
more complete by the heroism of a British 
salor. lis name has not come down to us, 
but the deed be performed was this:--He 
was a prioner on board of a French ship, 
and while yet the British flee; were at the 
mouth of the Restigouche meditating a plan 
of attack, he made his escape at night, and 
with the assistance of a plank, swama dis- 
tance of sixteen miles, and -having boarded 
one of the ships of his country, marked out 
the exact position of the enemy, and tue vie- 
tory immediatly following—-Lanman’s ad- 
ventures.

MAKING KANSAS: A SLAVE 

STATS, 


The work being done by the pro-slavery men 
to carry their favorite and peculiar insuita- 
tion into Kansas is silently progressing, but 
is vigorous and adroit.. Judge ‘‘Jellries” 
Lecompte, is notremoved after all, and is 
not likely tobe. The Legislature, instead 
of repealing the worst features of the “blood 
y code” have made it more barborous, in- 
tolerant and diabolical than ever. ‘The 
measures taken by the Ruffians are al- 
most certain to bring JXansas before the 
Congress for admission as a State, with a 
Slave Consttution. . ‘Uhe following from the 
Lecompton correspondence otf the Missouri 
Democrat, will show the drift of Pro-Slave- 
ry policy: 

The bill for the census and providing for 
the election of delegates for the Constitution- 
al Convention, has passd both Houses with- 
out ameudinent, just as it came from the 
joint committee. It has been sent to the Gov- 
ernor for his signature, so that it can be pas- 
sed over his veto, in case he should veto it. 
It leaves the entire management of the cen- 
sus-taking and the election in the hands of 
the county-officers appointed by this body. 
it also provides that the census shall be ta- 
ken before the first of April; none arriving 
after that time can be listed as voters. 
Those listed are merely required to be ‘in- 
habitants’ up toor on the first of April. 
All cases of election frauds are to be deter- 
mined by the Convention itself, when it as- 
sembles, and not by the Governor, who has 
no power in the tsatter, by this bill. 
whole thing is regard as a part of a plan 
comtamplating fraud, and giviag no chance 
for justice. ‘he Free State settlers declare 
that it would be folly to go into such an elec-

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tion, and they will not. Jt is not intended 
to submit the constitution so framed to the

Agricultural, &r. 


KircHen Garpen.—The operation, in 
this department must depend upon the weath- 
er. If the weather be mild, then pursue the 
following, but if cold and backward, delay 
proportionably: 

“Gardeners should never sleep while the 
sun is up.”-—Buist 

Artichokes—Dress plants by the 15th, if 
mild. Sow seeds in moderate hot-beds. if 
not already done. Plant out suckers from 
old plants. 

Asnaragus.— Sow seed; plant out two-year 
old plants; foree and dress beds. 

Balo—Pjant. 

Basil.—Sow. 

Lina Bcans.—Start in-doors, in sods re- 
versed in boxes, in time to’ plant out after 
frosts, they are tender, and must not be ex- 
posed until settled weather. ' % 

Early Windsor and English Long Pod 
Beans —Plant as soon as settled weather, 
‘They are more hardy than Limas, but the 
leaves will sulfer by the frosts—are inferior 
in quality. 

Beets—Sow; Borage—Sow; Borecole— 
Sow; early; Broccolu— Sow; Burnet—Plant; 
Cabbages—Plant out and sow early in hot- 
beds for safety—if settled weather in April, 
may sow out-doors; Marly Carrols—Sow. 

Caulifiowers-— Prick out from frames— 
give air freely to these protected, and prick 
out early spring raised, in April. 

Early Corn—May be planted if settled 
weather. CUvress—Sow; Coritanda—sow 
early; Corn Salad—Sow; Garlie—Plant; 
Horse Radish—Plant; Sea Kale—Ptant or 
sow: Leeks—Sow; Lcttuce—Sow; prick out 
and plant from frames; Mushroom Bseds— 
Make; Nasturlzum—Sow. 

Onions—Sow. Plant out small onions or 
pips; plant seeds thickly to raise for next 
year’s use. Plant large onions to raise seed, 
Potato and tree onions, plant; Parsley. 
Sow. 

Potatoes—Plant, and if you can get them 
plant the Mammoth Nulmeg Potato—they 
are the earliest as well as the best potato 
known. If these cannot be had, plant early 
kinds; or if your seed be’. of late kinds, at 
least piant them early, as both early .kinds, 
and early planted late kinds, are less liable 
to the potato disease than late planting.

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Meadows and Old Fields.—If you have 
any meadows or old fields that are sward- 
bound, or which bore but indifferent cross 
of hay last season, give them a thorough 
harrowing as soon as the frost is out of the 
surface, while the ground is soft, then sow to 
each acre four quarts of timothy seeds, teen 
pounds of clover seed, one bushel of plaster 
of Paris, five bushels of wood ashes, and five 
bushels of newly-slaked lime, oll well mixed, 
and floish off by rolling. A. Agricultwrist.
